Springtime, lashed by a 


stinging northerly gale into 
a hasty retreat across Tex- 
as Thursday and Friday, re- 
turned with a warming Sun 
Saturday and surveyed the 
ruin of fruit and orchards 
and gardens over the en- 
tire northern 
and eastern 


portions of the state. 


In the Panhandle 
which was 


hardest hit by the blizzard, little 
or no losses were suffered by cat- 
tlemen 
but early 
gardens, 
fruit 


trees, flowers and shrubbery were 
ruined or greatly damaged. Poul- 
trymen suffered 
heavy losses of 


baby chickens. 


However, Panhandle wheat far- 


mers rejoiced Saturday over the 
additional moisture from an eight- 
Inch snow left by the storm and 
the near-zero temperatures which 
checked rapid growth of the grain. 


Partly cloudy skies and rising 


temperatures prevailed in the Pan- 
handle today, In contrast to the 
sncw storm which blocked Amar- 
illo streets 
yesterday 
and 
sent 


the 
temperature 
to 
7 degrees 


above zero. The minimum tem- 
nerature 
Saturday 
was 
12 de- 


grees. 


The freeze extended as far south 


as Austin and San Antonio but 
did not reach the coastal region 
or the lower Rio Grande valley 
winter gtrdcn section.
